DESIGNS ON EXHIBITION 





‘Startling Innovations Shown to 


Manufacturers at Jefferson 
Hotel. 





Draped upon inanimate forms in a big 
room atthe Jefferson Hotel Friday 
morning were modeis of the garments in 
which ultra-fashionable St. Louis wom- 
en will be dressed next summer. They 
were brought here by a trade publica- 
tion for the inspection of manufac- 
turers. It is an annual event. Not even 
the retailers will be nermitted to see 
these designs until the latter part of 
February. 

To say that an Oriental hint is ever 
present in them would be to put it mild- 
ly. They are so Oriental they make one 
think of water pipes and a haunting 
Hindoo melody played upon a pipe of 
six notes, accompanied with the ryth- 
micai pounding of a kettle drum. Even 
some of the materials are suggestive of 
Turkish baths, because they look like 
heavy crash towels. And there are gir- 
dles in the exhibit that ought never to 
be worn by any young lady whose first 
name isn’t Fatima. 3 

Improvement on the Hobble. 

I’rom the garments on dispiay, as one 
beholder remarked, it looks as if the 
Parision artists had tried out the harem 
skirt to see how we'd like it. Finding 
we liked it pretty well, they went one 
step further. Hence the cobwebby and 
yet colorful vestments of 1912. 

There is that diaphanous party waist 
in two colors and high lights, for in- 
stance. One look at it will make one 
hanker for an Egyptian cigarette. It is 
really in two parts. One is an under- 
vest of ecru bengaline, with a collar of 
turquoise blue and an edging of chiffon 
lace inserted in the back—a very filmy 
chiffon at that. Over this is a ground- 
work of scarlet gossamer so thin it is 
all transparent. Worked into this are 
marvelous narrow curves of East In- 
dian embroidery, interspaced with me- 
tallic threadwork and crimson conven- 
tional flowers. 

Just under the second part is to be 
worn a broad scarlet sash of change- 
able silk trailing behind to the skirt. 
It is hard to conceive of a garment of 
such barbaric tone yet of such exquisite 
workmanship. 

One-Piece Gown. 

A hint of the same Oriental daring is 
in another party gown which yet has 
a counterbalancing effect of westem 
conservatism. It is a one-piece dress 
intended to drape around the body in 
bold outline as a sort of highly ornate, 
gossamer toga. In the back is a long 
panel of English eyelet embroidery in 
silk and a broad cross panel of the 
same material curves gracefully up- 
ward in front. 

The elbow sleeves are wide, with 
broad turned-up cuffs, ornamented with 
the buttons that are to be universal in 
1912 costumes. A messaline and chiffon 
yoke gives additional gauziness to the 
waist, while a broad purple belt alll 
sash preserves the Oriental touch. 

‘Terry’ is the novelty in material for 
next summer. It resembles coarse, 
heavy towelling more than. anything 
else but one is assured it is extremely 
costly and rare. 

Leather is greatly used in ornaments, 
being employed both for belt straps and 
button covers. Huge metallic buttons 
also are in vogue as are belt clasps of 
ivory. One of these latter on exhibition 
was 24%, inches high by 4% inches long 
with two human forms cut in bas-relief 
on the surface. 

Several jackets were shown the fronts 
of which were slashed with long bvutton- 
holes into which were set ‘arge buttons, 
with something of the effect of a gren- 
adier’s blouse. The slits of the button- 
holes were faced with bright colored 
silk. 

The styles of coats will not change 
greatly the reversible garments of light 
stuff with large buttons in front and 
turned up cuffs remaining rfopula~. 

One of those shown had one surface 
of a rich brown and the other of pea- 
cock green, with a loose front, extra 
Wide reversible effect, buttoned at the 
side. The entire ornamentation was 
found in the interchangeable facings of 
the two colors and in the leather straps 
that adorned the cuffs.

Henry F. Powitzky, contesting his 
wife’s divorce suit, testified in Judge 
Shield’s court Friday that he hired two 
or three servant girls every week for 
his palatial Compton Heights home. 

“Why was that necessary?” he was 
asked. 

“Because my wife’s mother interferred 
with them so much that they wouldn't 
stay,’’ Powitzky replied. 

His household expenses, he said, were 
from $600 to $800 a month, and he gave 
his-wife $100 a month for pin money 
and paid an .average of $150 a month 
for dry goods bills. As a wedding gift, 
he said, he gave his wife $3500 worth of 
jewelry. 

Broke Into Desk. 

Once when he was away from home, 
he testified, his desk was broken open 
anc his private papers molested. Hts 
wife admitted doing this, he said, and 
in this way she learned that he hal 
sent an $800 check to his daughter by a 
former marriage. 

“Were you affectionate toward your 
wife?’’ he was asked. 

“I was,” he replied, “I frequently 
hugged and kissed her and she sat «uy 
my. lap.’’ 

Powitzky denied that he knew of his 
w:.fe shining his. shoes and that he 
turned off the lights at a birthday party 
given in honor of his wife's niece, Miss 
Edna Dienst. 

“Il did complain about the party,’ he 
said, “because my wife had given two 
other parties shortly before that. While 
I was having words with my wife, her 
sister, Mrs. Dawson, ordered me ‘wut of 
my own house. I did not send Mrs: 
Dienst a bill for $10 for the light.’’ 

Powitzky further testified that shortlv 
after his marriage to the plaintiff in 
April, 1907, her sisters, Mrs. Bmil Dienst 
and Mrs. Richard Dawson, began mak- 
ing objection to the Powitzky ante-nup- 
tial agreement. He declared the sisters 
said that under its terms Mrs. Pow- 


itzKky did not occupy the position of a} 


legal said he 
heard Pow- 
itzky to get a divorce and ‘‘a big bunch 
of alimony.’ He quoted his sister-in- 
law as saying that the money could be 
“put into Dick’s (Mrs. Dawson’s hus- 
band) business.”’ 
Agreement Canceled. 

The defendant also testified that his 
wife once threw a sewing box at him 
and pulled his hair because he refused 
to sign over to her their home at 3555 
Longfellow boulevard. Subsequently 
the ante-nuptial agreement was can- 
celed, Powitzky agreeing to will his 
wife the share in his estate allowed by 
law, and she was given a joint interest 
with hirh in the home. 

According to » Powitzky, he never 
struck his wife nor her sister, Mrs. 
Dawson, aS charged in the plaintiffs 
testimony. He said he became ac- 
quainted with his wife, who was then 
Anna Ulch, divorced wife of Malcolm 
Ulich, in the summer of 1986 at Elkhart 
Lake, Wis. 

While Mrs. Powitzky was on the stand 
she related an incident at the Lieder- 
kranz when former Judge William Zach- 
ritz of counsel for her husband ad- 
dressed her as ‘“‘Sweet Annie.’ In an- 
swer/to a question by Judge Zachritz, 
Powitzky testified that his wife was af- 
fectionately known and called among 
their mutual friends as ‘‘Sweet Annie.’’ 

Before Powitzky began his testimony, 
Mrs. Powitzky’s former husband, Mal- 
colm Ulich, was called to the stand. He 
testified, in answer to a question, that 
Mrs. Powitzky’s reputation for veracity 
was not good. 

Son’s Former Wife Testifies. 

Mrs. Emma Powitzky, divorced wife of 
Frank Powitzky, a son of the defend- 
ant, testified that Mrs. HW. F. Powitzky 
had said she married Powitzky for 
money and not love, and that she could 
have married a young man. The wit- 
ness admitted that her former father- 
in-law is paying her the $30 a month ali- 
mony for his son. 

Patrolman Charles H. Schoenfeld tes- 
tified that he was on the scene the night 
of July 22, 1911, when Mrs. Dawson al- 
leged Powitzky struck and kicked her 
at the Powitzky home. Schoenfeld said 
he was attracted by the commotion, but 
declared he did not see Powitzky strike 
Mrs. Dawson. 

“How did Powitzky act at the time?’ 
the witness was asked. 

“Like someone that had had some- 
thing slipped over on him,” answered 
Schoenfeld. 

“What do you mean by that?’ said 
Judge Shields, sharply. 

“Well, he was walking in a circle and 
aidn’t seem to Know what he was do- 
ing,” responded the patrolman.

WRIGHT LORIMER, 
FAMOUS ACTOR 
TAKES OWN LIF 


Turns on Gas Stove and Lies 
With Head in the 
Oven. 








NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—Wright Lort- 
mer, a. well-known actor, kHled himselt 
today by inhaling gas at his home here. 

Lorimer was 38 years old and began 
his stage career in Chicago several 
years ago. He was best known in the 
production of the “Shepherd King,” 
which he wrote with Arnold Reeves. 

Lorimer had made a careful plan to 
commit suicfde, as his body was found 
lying on the kitchen floor with the head 
stuffed in an open gas oven and pressed 
against the Open gas jets. The gas jets 
in the room also were turned on. Pre- 
cautions had beefi taken to prevent the 
escape of gas into the hall or through 
the windows. The actor had been dead 
an hour when found. 

Lorimer left three letters, two of 
which were addressed to business asso- 
ciliates and the third to ‘‘Friends.”’ 

Financial trouble is believed to have 
been the cause of suicide, as he told the 
housekeeper three weeks ago when he 
engaged his present apartment that he 
had been out of work some time. “Two 
days ago Lorimer dismissed his valet. 

"Setmer was born in Dana, Mass., 

ee: educated at Colgate Univer- 
sity, after which he went to England 
and took a course in English literature 
at Oxford University. On his return to 
this country he became a merniber of 
the Dearborn Stock Compafiy” in Chi- 
cago as utility man.

Tells Strange Story

County, Missouri, 58 years ago, and 
lived on the farm of his father until 
1878, when he was arrested for’ the 
murder of Fuller, a neighboring 
farmer with whom he _  quarreled. 
When he was acquitted of that charge, 
he went to Vinita, and lived on Lit- 
tle Cabin Creek, where there was a 
camp of bandits, among them Jim 
Cummings and Frank James. Swin- 
ney said that he did not know'if they 
were the real notorious Cummings 
and James or not. He admitted that 
he did not know the real Cummings 
and James even if he did come from 
Clay County. 
Says He Shot Robber. 

Ed Wilson, alias Miller, one of the 
campers, asked him to help rob ia 
train near Vinita, he said, and he 
went along, but it was at the insti- 
gation of a route agent of an ex- 
press company. 
armed, he said, like the rest of them, 
but did not mean to see a robbery 
committed. 

When Miller opened fire on ‘‘Chick’’ 
Warner, the train conductor, Swinney 
said he shot Miller, and the robbery fell 
through. The other two robbers were 
at the water tank waiting to board the 
train. Swinney jumped from the train 
and ran away. Later he was caught and 
held for the murder of Miller. He was 
tried in the Federal Court at Fort Smith, 
Ark., and acquitted in January, 1883, he 
said, 

His next trouble was that fall, when 
he wrote a lJetter to A. A. Talmage, an 
official of the Missouri Pacific, demand- 
ing $2000 “or his imprisonment in Fort 
Smith and threatening to ‘attend to” 
Missouri Pacific employes if he did not 
get the money. He was tried for writ- 
ing this threatening letter in St. Louis 
and was sentenced to serve two years 
in the penitentiary. He served 18 months. 

Swinney’s life, after his’ release in 

1835, was a quiet one, he said, spent on 


until January, 1888, when, with three 
other men, living on an island in the 
Missouri, he attempted to rob a Wa- 
bash train. He was shot in the leg and 
sentenced to 10 years in the peniten- 
tiary. 

Met Snyder on Train. 

He wa@ released in 1897, he said, for 
good behavior, and it was on the train 
coming from Jefferson City that he met 
Robert M. Snyder, the Kansas City 
promoter, who, he says, afterward got 
him to go to Oregon in a search for 
hidden gold. 

Swinney said he first saw. Kimmel 
July 21, 1898, in Arkansas City, Kan., 
where Kimmel was a banker, Sny- 
der had sent him, he said, to get 
Kimmel to go on the Oregon expedi- 
tion, Snyder, J. A, ebpson,, Kimmel 
and Swinney met.in Korkes ity. goer 
80, he said, the four went thence’ to 
Marshfield, Ore., via San Francisco. 

Follewing a chart owned by John- 
son, they dug up $4006 in $20. gold 
pieces, burtéd in < two. glasm. jJagt, 
They hunted a woeWfonee 268,629,000 
which Johnson said was there, then 
started back. On the way back Swin- 
ney heard a shot and saw Kimmel 
fall, then, looking around, he saw 
Johnson fire at Snyder, missing him. 
Then, Swinney said, he, himself, killed 
‘Johnson. j 
.“The setting sun fell full on his face, 
and I shot bim fiwe times,” he said. 

Kimmel died that night, and Swinney 
buried him and Johnson in one grave, 
he gaid. He divided the $4000 equally

Then, 
she said, he told her she would have 
to choose between the children and 
Rickart.

Much Despised Plant to Revo- 
lutionize Several Industries

SANTA ROSA, Cal., Dec. 22.—Luther 
Burbank says he has discovered proc- 
esses whereby he can use the leaves of 
the cactus plant in manufacturing 
whitewash, paint, automobile tires and 
print paper.

Schedules Will Be Raised 100 
Per Cent, if Bill Passes in 
Duma. 


WOULD STOP COMMERCE 


Former President of Legislature 
Declares Action Is Necessary 
for Protection. 


By Associated Press. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 22.—A legis- 

lative proposal to provide for tariff war 
schedules applicable to the United States 
*t the expiration “of the Russo-American 
treaty of commerce and navigation of 
832, has been introduced into the Duma 
by ex-President Guchkoff and other 
signers’ representing. the Octobrist and 
Nationalist parties, which are in con- 
trol. 
The bill proposes to raise existing 
Russian duties by 100 per cent and also 
to impose a duty of 100 per cent on ar- 
eles which are admitted free under 
the present Russian tariff. Besides these 
impositions, the bill proposes also to 
levy double the gross weight tax es- 
tablished by the law of June 21, 1901, 
on merchandise arriving by sea, and to 
levy a double tonnage tax. 

Should the present American tonnage 
tax be raised to the disfavor of Russian 
vessels, then the Russian tonnage tax 
will be correspondingly increased. 


It is said the schedules are to be ap- 


plicable to all countries which do not 
grant to Russia the most favored na- 
tion treatment in commerce and naviga- 
tion. The proposal will be submitted to 
a financial commission. 

The necessity for the proposed icatenes 
tion is explained in an accompanying 
declaration in which it is stated that 
the regular American tariff schedules 
which will be applicable to Russian 
goods at the expiration of the treaty 
of commerce and navigation of 1832 will 
be so high as to have a prohibitive char- 
acter’ and that they greatly exceed the 
Russian normal tariff and navigation 
taxes which would be naturally applica- 
ble to American goods in the absence of 
the treaty. 

Takes Action on Treaty. 

The province of foreign affairs lies 
outside the competence of the Duma, 
and treaties are not subject to its ap- 
proval, nor is the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs answerable to the Duma on the 
state of foreign relations. Nevertheless 
the Duma exercises through the budget 
an influence on foreign affairs. In the 
long declaration accompanying the bill 
the signors deal fully with the Russo- 
American treaty and recount the formal 
steps taken by the President of .the 
United States. It says: 

“The abrogation of the treaty be- 
tween Russia and America has a di- 
rect connection with the annual Rus- 
sian agitation which has been ener- 
getically conducted in America for 
the readmission of American citizens 
of Jewish faith. Article 1 of the 
treaty establishes the mutual rights 
of. entry, but contains a stipulation 
fer the observance of international 
laws, 

Cites Russian Law. 

“Deeming, in spite of this stipula- 
tion, that the cnforcement of the 
general Russinn laws in regard to 
foreigners of the Jewisin religion in 
the case of American Jewish citizens 
censtitntes an infringement of the 


-treaty, the House cf Representatives 


voted a resolution for its abrogation. 

“There cannot be any doubt that this 
view is unfounded. The Russian Gov- 
ernment and its representatives abroad 
cannot but fulfill the requirements of 
the Russian law contained in para- 


. Sraphs 213 to 25 of the passport statute 


and paragraph 81 and the following 
ones of the law on social rights, as long 
as these remain in force. 

Would Qualify Treaty. 

“On the other hand, the question of 
the admission or nonadmission into 
Russia of categories of foreigners be- 
Jongs to the province of internal legis- 
lation on the general principles of ir- 
ternal laws as well as on the strength 
of Article 1 of the treaty of 183). 

“Thus the Untted States has enacted 
very strict regulations seriously ‘imit- 
ing the right of entry of foreigners ai.c 
there is no doubt that the Federal Gov- 
ery.ment -would ward any attempt to 
dispute the legality of those reguiations 
from. an international point of view.” 

The declaration then quotes Article 2 
of the Federal immigration law of r'eb. 
20, 1907, and continues: 

‘If we take into consideration also 
that the American law imposes a head 
tax on the whole line of foreigners seek- 
ing American shores, it becomes clear 
how stern are the restrictions to which 
Russians arriving in America are sub- 
jected. 

“We do not question the right of the 
Federal Government to apply any im- 
migration laws which are dictated by 


reasons of state, but we must note for 


that Very reason that the motive for the 
abrogation of the treaty of 1832 aa- 
duced jin. the resolution of the House 
of Representatives is unfounded.” 

The statement of the views of the ma- 
jority of the Duma is marked by the 
temperate. and dignified but firm lan- 
guage which is characteristic of the 
Russian attitude on the subject.

The latest edition of the Taft Tri-Weekly Ex- 
ecutive Message devotes 600 words to internal 
waterways. The familiar three-sheet for the Ohio, 
which is never wanting when Mr. Taft introduces 
the subject of river improvement, is, of course, 
hung up. “It seems to me,” he says, “that an 
increased appropriation for the Ohio would be in 
the interest of fhe public.” Naturally. 

That Ex-Chairman Dickey made good use of 
his opportunities when he dined the other day at 
the White House is unmistakable. His $1,000,000 
steamboat company at Kansas City is given 
valuable publicity in the message. Congress is 
urged to grant $2,000,000 a year for the Missouri 
River: six-foot project. The lakés-to-the-gulf plan 
receives in this message, the most unequivocal in- 
dorsement recalled in any Taft utterance. In its 
‘entirety it is conceded to be “of national import- 
ance.” The Mississippi is not mentioned, but the 
Illinois link in the project is given even more space 
than Mr. Taft’s own river. Federal and Illinois 
co-operation is urged in ° obtaining navigation 
depths from Utica to the mouth of the Illinois 
River. 

Onfy “the branch streams receive executive at- 
tention—“Taft River, otherwise known as_ the 
Ohio; the Missouri and the Illinois. The trunk 
river is ignored. St. Louis’ half-million-dollar 
barge line will soon have floating property of 
greater capacity than any other company on the 
riparian system, but the Mistissippi is recognized 
onlysas an appendage of the Chicago canal and a 
drainage duct for the Missouri. 

However, Mr. Taft has gone irrevocably on rec- 
ord as to the point that Chicago should not be 
denied outlet below the mouth of the Illinois. 
That officially he has discovered the Mississippi 
in the vicinity of Grafton is encouraging. He may 
continue official expiorations farther south.

The Boast-Dispatch’s Christmas “entertain- 
ment,” which other people pay for, is a hum- 
bug, and eVerybody in St. Louis ought to know 
it, 

It is the cheapest and the most contemptible 
newspaper advertising scheme that exists any- 
where on this planet, 

The contribution of the Boast- Dispatch, a 
beggarly one, is, or was, printed daily at the 
top of the column.

No newspaper advertising scheme reaches

We regret that passion, prejudice and envy 
should lead any newspaper or any man to attempt 
to block the efforts and blacken the reputations 
of those who are trying, on the day of good will, 
to brighten the lives of those who would other- 
wise be without joy on that day.

Hurts Him $100,000 Worth. 


SEEKS THAT MUCH BALM 


Libel , Suit Charges Author’s 
Book Holds Him Up as a 
Curiosity. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—William— HR. 
Dailey, who has sued Gelett Burgess 
for $100,000 damages, says the author 
has made him appear like another Pur- 
ple Cow, the amusing animg which 
sprang from the Burgess brain a few 
years ago. Just as ‘he believes the cow 
has been presented in false colors, Mr. 


Dalley believes Burgess has put him 
in the wrong light. 

He alleges that a character named 
Dailey, as drawn in Mr. Burgess’ novel, 
“The Heart Line,” is a libel on himself. 
The suit has been brought in the Su- 
preme Court of New York. Justice 
Vernon M,. Davis, before whom a de- 
murrer to Mr. Dailey’s complaint wa 
argued a few days ago, is expected to 
render his decision on that point soon. 

Mr. Dailey in his complaint alleges 
that the public has been caused to as- 
sociate him with persons of unsound 
mind and disreputable habits, and is 
led to believe that he is ‘‘a curiosity” 
and that his conduct and manner of 
living are not that of an “ordinary, 
sound, reasonable, and decent’? member 
of society. He also takes exception to 
the other characters who figure in Mr. 
Burgess’ chapter, “My San Francisco 
Improbabilities,” and calls attention to 
the fact that in the chapter of “The 
Heart Line,” that is, the basis of the 
action, Dailey is made to order a case 
of champagne with every meal. 

‘Case of Champagne With Each Meal.’ 

The part of “‘The Heart Line” which 
Mr. Dailey considers to be a reflection 
on him, and which is quoted in the 
Complaint filed by H. D. Sears of 49 
Wall street, Mr. Dailey’s lawyer, reads:

I've got a note book full of them— 
things no sane Easterner would be-

“Yes, “The House of One Hundred 
and Eighty Doors’ at the foot of 
Ninth street.

BELOW 1910 TOTAL 


Third-Class Passengers Going 
Abroad Also Outnumber 
Last Year’s. 





By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—One of the 


greatest slumps in immigration recorded 
at the port of New York is being writ- 
ten into the records at Ellis Island dur- 
ing the closing days of the year. Al- 
ready the records show that nearly 
300,000 fewer immigrants have landed 
there up to the present time than for 
the corresponding period in 1910 and in- 
dicutions are, Commissioner Williams 
states, that there will be a reduction of 
30 per cent or more from 1910 figures for 
the year. The incoming tide of human- 
ity is lower now than at any time 
Since 1908. 

While the tide is at its ebb, every ship 
leaving for Europe, is crowded as never 
before. One vessel sailing a couple of 
days ago left 500 steerage passengers 
on the wharf because of inability to find 
accommodations aboard for them. Dur- 
ing the first 10 days of December,. 1910, 
13,706. third-class passengers sailed for 
Europe; this year 25,245. Outbound ves- 
sels carried nearly 50 per cent more 
third-class passengers this year than 
last.

Possible to Win $1100. 

And it is just this cash prize bait 
which has caught the eye of the local 
bowlers. It has been figured out that 
one man, if he rolls consistently, could 
carry away $1100 in cash prizes, which 


feat, if accomplished, would be far and 
away the biggest “haul’’ ever made vy 
a single bowler. 

To get such a small fortune he would 
have to win the Individual event, $350, 
be a member of the championship five-_ 
man team, $400, and likewise of the 
two-man team, $250. Then he would 
have to cop in the all-events, $100, which 
totals up to $1100. 

Arrangements already have been made 
to send the Budweiser team of the City 
League. This club has toured the coun- 
try for the past two years and has al- 
ways made a good showing. At present 
they are near the top of the City League 
scramble, bucking the best bowlers of 
St. Louis. The Budweiser players are: 
George Grupe, John Yierkes, Jack 
Beresford, C. L. Hippe, John Robertson 
and Robert O’Brien. 

Made a Poor Showing. 

In the recent Middle West tourna- 
ment at Des Moines the Budweisers up- 
set only 2693 pins, the poorest showing 
they ever made in tournament competi- 
tion. A year ago at Buffalo the Bud- 
weisers toppled 2750 pins and finished 
well up near the top. 

A total of 2718 won the Western Bowl- 
ing Congress championship at Seattle 
last year. This mark has been bettered 
by many St. Louis teams in champion- 
ship competition and it is almost a cer- 
tainty that the local rollers would carry 
away the bulk of the prize money should 
they invade Los Angeles in February. 

Dennis Jeremiah Sweeney, the Ban 
Johnson of the local bowling world, may 
be an added starter when the St. Louis 
entry steams away forethe coast. Den- 
nis hasn’t missed a big bowling show in 
eons and eons, and he probably will not 
overlook this—one.

Longs sold out their holdings in wheat 
Friday in, advance of the three-day hol- 
iday and prices favored the sellers. 
Speculation, however, was qiuet with 
professionals making the market. 

The market news was bearish, Crop 


expert B. W. Snow again sent favor- 
able crop reports from the Argentine, 
and the estimates of the exportable sur- 
pilus there was enlarged. Argentine 
shipments overran the estimates and 
forecasts for world’s shipments for the 
week were fairly heavy. 

Broomhall estimated the world’s wheat 
shipments for the week, exclusive of 
North America, at 4,800,000 bu, against 
5,502,000 bu last week and §8,464,u00 bu last 
year. He predicted a moderate decrease 
of breadstuff on passage. 

The Argentine wheat shipments were 
estimated yesterday at 40,000 bu, but 
they totaled 216,000 bu, against 120,000 bu 
last week and 568,000 bu last year. Corn 
shipments were none, against none last 
week and 2,992,000 bu last year. Since 
Jan. 1 Argentine wheat shipments here 
totaled 87,050,000 bu, against 72,264,000 bu 
last year. A heavy run of wheat is in- 
dicated from there after the first of the 
year, as soon as the new crop, which is 
a record-breaker, starts to move. 

Indian wheat shipments for the week 
totaled 800,000 bu, against 296,000 bu last 
year, and since May 1, 36,400,000 bu, 
against 30,032,000 bu last year. Australfan 
shipments for the week were 616,000 bu, 
against 352,000 bu last year. 

Northwestern wheat receipts were 
liberal. Minneapolis had 462 cars, last 
week 458, last year 287. Duluth had 41, 
last week 59, last year 574 cars, against 
247 last year. Minneapolis wheat stocks 
increased 925,000 bu for the Week. 

Local Wheat receipts today were 31,900 
bu, or 22 cars local, 7 through; last year, 
47,300 bu, or 38 cars local, 5 through. 
Corn receipts today, 56,400 bu, or 38 cars 
local,.9 through; last year, 61,200 bu, or 
44 cars local, 7 through. Oats receipts, 
76,500 bu, or 13 cars local, 22 through; 
last year, 100,300 bu, or 44 cars local, 7 
through. 

Broomhall’s Liverpool cable said: ‘“The 
wheat market opened with a firm under- 
tone, with shorts nervous and prices 4d 
higher. Weakness in American cables 
and the decline in Winnipeg yesterday 
was offset here by the closing firmness 
in Buenos Ayres gnd unsettled weather 
in the Argentine. Following the open- 
ing there was realizing by the early 
buyers and prices declined %d to %d on 
a later report from Argentine of fine 
weather, the rain over night having 
failed to materialize, and where raining 
last night having been displaced by 
clearing and hot. Just before midday 
there was renewed covering and prices 
reacted slightly upward on lack of pres- 
eure to sell Argentine offers and the 
forecast of smaller world’s shipments 
other than American this week. Spot 
markets were dull but firm, with an im- 
proved demand for Manitoba grades.
